London. Aug. 19.—Belief tliat a suc- 


cessful adjustment of the exchange 
rate problem now is assured is ex- 
; ressed by the papers, although it is 
stated the government has not yet 
coiag}ii*e£ itself, definitely to any par- 
ticular plan. 


It is agreed that any adjustment 


scheme will provide, first of. all. for 
i1. shipment of »oid in an amount 
which possibly will surprise both the 
American and British public, the idea 
ieing to effect a complete restoration 
01 confidence as to make easy ihe 
flotation of a good sized British credit 
m Xew York on favorable terms. 


"The best judges believe." says tie 


Telegraph, "that our present inde->t- 
edness in America is comparatively 
small, but it will be heavier before 
long. What we are doing in conjunc- 
tion with France and Russia is to send 
such an amount of fold as will pro- 
vide ail requirements for some lime 
to come. Gold is not wanted in the 
Tnited States, for their banks are full 
of it. but tne sending cf a larae 
amount when it is so little wanted 
rr.ust surely operate to cheapen money 
and when that happens American in- 
vestors will be all the more disposed 
to take British securities.
